The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In a series of 
interviews concluding on 10/7/05, the Examiner and Mr. Rose compared the current 
claims to US Patent No. 5,161,530 to Gamble and to US Patent No. 5,974,342 to 
Petrofsky (not the Applicant). Both references teach electrode switching for applying 
current to the body, however '342 fails to teach having each electrode in the array act 
as source and return (sink). The current amendment reflects this difference. As to the 
'530 reference, in the interferential device of Gamble, the electrodes are switched 
around a treatment site, however the device fails to diagnose a wound since it is 
primarily used for pain rather than wound treatment. The current amendment reflects 
this difference. Since these references vary widely in treatment modality, the two are 
not obviously combinable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
